Thele things being thus carefullie done, then draw two Rules (0 herwiſe called 


double Rule)and wrue rhe bodies of all Letters berween thoſe wo Rul. sand bott;

the heads of all that have heads over the high Rule,and the feet of all that have feet 
under the low Rule; as far as the bodies are in length fromthe highRule tothe low, 
according to the meaſure uſed in Printing ; which though it be not the eenth part 
ſoold as Writing, yet it hath come to a far. greater perfe&ion , according to the

Then for your bctter apprehending both of verbal Inftru&ion, and. literal De- 
monſtration, it will be needful for you to underſtand thoſe terms of Art which di- 
ſinguiſh the divers paſſages of the Pen in Writing, which be Twelve in Number, 4 « 
according to the variete of the Letters, ſtrait down,and ſtrait upsſtrais. forwards, 
and ſtrait backwards , ſloping up tothe right hand, and ſloping down'to the left 
hand , ſloping up to the left hand, and{loping down to the right hand ; com- 
bf paſſing down to the- right hand, and compaſſing down to the left hand ; com-

Pt | Having thus far proceeded, it is next to be conſidered, That there muſt be equal 
diſtance alwaies kept between Letters in Words, between Words atzd Words, and 4 
bctween Lines and Lines, whiles the generalitie of the Writing continucth in an 
equal proportion,which being carefullie obſerved,it will be fic time for you tobe- 
g1n, and form disjoined Letters ſcverallie, upon the aforementioned Rils, util

anie occaſion you are driven to ſuch baſte of buſineſſes, as that you muft needs 
write faſt,chen you may ſerve your' preſent need with all. convenient expedition,and 
pradiſe again with morecare and deliberation,when you can ſpare morerime;leſt 
o:herwiſe upon negle&ing that needfal task: you get ſuch a habir of writing roo 


ſpeedilie, as you will quite forget to write more exaRllie, 


For, Writing carefullic and {lowlie,is to be uſed in all kind of Aﬀairs,which re- 


quireth to be written perfeRlic,thovgh it be onlie inthe ſame form of Letter,which | 


you write in cther things ſpeedilie 3 andyet in being ſowritecn, it will be better in 
regard of its ſpeed,thana ſet form of Writing:ſo you will in ſhort time know by 
your own experience, that both thoſe ways of writing one form of Letter, are far 
more fit in their reſpeQive places, than to be ſo addicted ro anie one way of doing 
thereof, as that the other way ſhould not be alfo uſed when there is necd. 
And they may be ſo much the eafier written, either {lowlie or ſpeedlie, in-that 

they differ not in Letter,being one and the ſame, but onlie in length or (ortreſs of 
time,whiles they are in doing,chiefiie when theLetters are ſo framed,that anic word 
without exception (according to my cuſtom) may be written,betore the removing 
of the Pen : Whereas the uſual ſet form of Writing is much flower to be done, 
than the loweſt way of this form,becauſe it is of ſuch a ſlow diffrent Character, as 
requireth the Pen to be taken off the Paper, almoſt in framing of everie Letrex. 
Therefore,if the changing of ſuch aſlow ſet form intoanother,which in all theſe re- 
{pects is better,both becauſe it is as good a Letter,and much ſpeedier and readier,1is 
ſo good a Noveltie , that in ſucha neceſſarie reſpect, it ſurpaſſerh that which is of 
Antiquitie. TD 

Now concerning the ncceſſ:ries belonging toVV riting:chooſe the clezreſt ſecond, 
bardeſt third,and greateſt fark of a Gooſe-wing ; which when you make, firſt ſcrape 
and rub,then cur off about an Inch long from the Nib of theQuill,{lit it up quick- 


lic, 
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lie,that it may write cleanlie,and not too far,leſt too much thereof be ſpent idelic: 
Then cut off ſo much of the point verie caretullic, as there may remain ſufficient 
length of the Slit, for the ſize of the Lettcr,which you intend to write, and make the 


vpper part or mouth, to bcgin at the upper end of the {lir, of, ſuch meaſure higher 
than the point; as that neither too much length (ſhould meke it weak, or not giie 


Ink, nortoo much ſhortneſs cauſe it to blot : and it is requiſite for the greater. 


ſtrength:thar the mouth exceed not twice the length of the point : So much by lite- 
ral inſtruction for the Pen, 

And it you deſire to make Ink for your own uſe, and to pleaſure others, take 12 
Ounces of Nut Galls broken ſmall,and put into a Quart of ſtaleBeer, White- wine, 
or the half thereof Vineger 3 and when it hath been ſtirred about twice a day the 
ſpice of a Week at leaſt, ſtrain out the Liquor from the Galls,and put 9 Ounces of 
Copras therein, 6 Ounces of Gum- Arabick broken ſmall,z Ounces of White Su- 
gar, and 2 Ounces of Roch-allum: Among the Galls,you may put inllie as much 
Liquor, and but the bal of the Ingredients you did before : and if within a Mo:-rh 
thereafter,it be as good as the former,you may uſe it in the ſame manner, otherwiſe 
a little more ſtuff and longer ſtanding,will make ito your delire : But-if you will 
have it readie inhaſte,boyle it in an earthen Veſſel half an hour on a ſlow Fire, that 


-you may haie the whole ſubſtance of the Galls by that means ſo much the ſooner ; 
For all the reſt melts in the Liquorzthen you may throw out the husks of the Galls, 


and nothing will remain bur clear Ink. 
Thus at the requeſt of a worthie Friend, 1 have endeavoured to comprehend in 


theſe few pages, the ſubſtance of thoſe two printed Sheets which are uſuallie in

mine own experience,namelie, the limiting of heads and feet of written Letters, ac. 
cording tothe length of printed Letters of the like fize 3 and have not onlie recti-| 
fied the Confuſedneſs both of matter and order in thoſe printed Sheets, and inter- 
mixed both neceſlarie Rulesand pertinent words, where there was need : but like. 
wiſe, inſtcad both of ſome envious Diſcourſes againſt, other Teachers, and o:l er 
frivolous in high phraſes ( uled by ſome) above the Capacitie of Learners, have 
added 12 verie calie terns divers needful Directions for the uſe of Learvers, over 


and above what was inſerted in the printed Sheets. All which, in order to the 


improvement of mine own Talent, I wiſh may be profitable unto all who uſe the 
ſame for their need, hoping.to publiſh manie better things both of this, and other 


kinds, to the Glorie of God,
